quiry was started today by State's

mois Trust and Savings Bank yes- 
terday afternoon, killing 11 
per- 


sons and Injuring 36 ethers. 


Seven employes of the Goodyear 


Tire and Rubber Company of Akron, 
Ohio, owners of_ the airship have 
been, detained pending a decision 
as to whether charges of criminal 
carelessness should be filed against 
them. 


Among those detained are Jack 


Boettnsr, pilot of the dirigible -who 


< Jcaped by Jumping with a para- 


chute and W. C. Young in charge of 
the aeronautic department of The 
Goodyear company. 


Of the 11 dead, nine were em- 


ployes of the hank and two pas- 
sengerfi to the airship, 
BUve per- 


sons were in the airship it the time 
of the'accident and. three escaped. 
"When the balloon crashed ^hrongb, 
the skylight of the bank at 5 o'clock 
more than 200 employes, mostly 
girls, were at -work. 


The big balloon, with. Its five pas- 


sengers was malting its maiden trip 
above the city in the interest of an 
amusement park. 


According to witnesses, a .spurt 


of flame appeared at the stern, above 
the engines. 
In a moment there 


was & puff of smoke and the flames 
attacked the big egg-*haped gas bag. 
Almost simultaneously four para- 
chutes leaped 
from 
the 
airship. 


Three got clear of the burning craft, 
bat the fourth -was caught In the 
falling balloon and burned, Its pas- 
senger, Oari Weaver, mechanic of 
Akron, O., plunging to death. 


Earl Davenport, publicity man for 


the amusement park and one time 
a sporting writer, did not jump from 
the machine. His- body was hurled 
through th« hank roof and burned 
to a crisp. 


Harry Wacfcer, Akron* Ohio, chief 


mechanic of the dirigible, was one 
o? those who came down alive. His 
hack was broken, however, and he 
Is not. expected to live. 


Milton G. Norton, a photographer 


iemployed on a morning newspaper 
also landed, but in doing so his legs 
were broken and /his condition is 
^critical. 


H. A. Boettner, civilian pilot, was 


the only member of tie ill fated air- 
Bhip to land without injury. 


Five OL the nine killed in the bank 


were women employes, three were' 
men and one a boy. There were fat 
two exits in the iron cage in the 
center of the bant and as the wreck- 
age of the balloon crashed through 
the skylight to the floor, there was 
no time for employes 
to .escape. 


The tanks exploded and the interior 
of the bank was sprinkled with gaso- 
line which quickly ignited, burning 
the employes to death.

of the "wet" forces to defeat -the 
prohibition

which for the last three weeks, had 
taken precedence over almost all 
other legislation and caused bitter. 
debate. 


Reading-all of the bill for amend- 


ment was completed yesterday but 
its passage was prevented by a 
Hamentary technicality. 
It was the 


order of business today, however, 
and efforts to force its passage as 
speedily as possible were expected 
in spite of announced opposition. 


The prohibition enforcement bill, 


"drastic" provisions and 
all, 
was 


adopted, section by section, by the 
House, but a man's right to store 
liquor in his home, stood up against 
all attacks. 


On the final count, only three voteS 


were forced in favor of an amend- 
ment to make home possession of in- 
toxicants unlawful. 


After all perfecting amendments 


had been adopted, and others. As- 
signed to mako the bill less severe, 
were bowled over in a chorus of 
"noes," an attempt was made to ad- 
journ .over night. • 


This prevailed, but there was a de- 


mand for a roll call, and the pro- 
hibition forces, summoned from all 
sides by the leaders, flocked Into the 
chamber in sufficient numbers, to 
keep the Houae in session to-night 
for tho tedious roll call vote on half 
a dozen amendments in 
dispute, 


which had to he passed On, before 
a vote was taken on the bill as a 
whole. 


Right, to Bond Debated' 


Demand for formal reading of tho 


engrossed bill, which was not fn 
shape, forced adjournment tonight 
and delayed pasage until tomorrow. 


The first fight of the day was 


over the section, giving courts the 
right to put under bond_a person con- 
victed of hiving violated liquor law. 
This was stricken out after Rep. 
Warren Card, of Ohio, Democrat, 
had pointed out that It provided 
"double punishment for 'the poor 
man," who might, be sent to jail.

ationists claimed the territory known 
at Dutch Flanders situated on the 
southern bank of the Scheldt estu- 
pry, which the treaties named had al- 
so given'to Holland.

Ktorm. of patriotic indignation in Hol- 
land.

ing been handed to the Austrian plen- 
ipotentiaries yesterday without cere- 
mony. Austria is given fifteen daj's 
JB which to make reply. 


The new clauses were those deal- 


ing with reparation, finances, mili- 
tary provisions and 
a 
few minor 


k items. 
The chief provision of 
the 


' military terms is that Austria must 


: not have a larger army than 30,000 
| men, voluntarily enlisted, conscrip- 


< tion bemg abolished. 


As to repanllDr. the treaty 
pro- 


vides that Austria shall accept re- 
sponsibility, together with her allies, 
for the losses which the allied powers 
and their nationals suffered through 
the war. 
Because of Austria's limit- 


ed resources, however, she is asked 
to undertake only to make compen- 
sation for damage done to civilians 
and their property, the requ*rments 
"being similar to those of the German 
treaty. 


No specific amount of damages is j 


named. 
This wfil be determined by 


the reparation commission set up by 
the German treaty, a special section 
of which will take the -Austrian sit- 
uation in hand. 
Notification of thn 


amount is to be .given Austria before 
May 1, 1921. and a period of thirtr 
years is allowed for payments in in- 
stallments, although "a reasonable 
sum" must be paid next year and the 
first four months of 1921. The re- 


maining payments are to be taken 
tare of by a 1>ond bsue. 


Provision is made for restoration 


by Austria of the areas she invaded 


&nd replacement in kind of .mater- 
ials taken or destroyed-. 
The pro- 


visions regarding the pre-war dobt 
of Austria are rather complex. Each 
of the states formed of the former 
dual monarchy, however, must as- 
sume part of this debt, .the repara- 
tion commission to-fis the a'mounts. 
It is stipulated that the republic of 
Austria is alone responsible for the 
war debt held outside the former em- 
pire.
